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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


State  House,  Boston,  December  31,  1918. 
To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Comniander-in-Chief. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  23,  chapter 
327,  General  Acts  of  1917,  I  respectfully  submit  the  annual 
report  of  the  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1918.  Appended  are  the  reports  of  the 
chiefs  of  departments  and  staff  corps,  the  commanding  gen- 
eral, Massachusetts  State  Guard,  and  the  Armory  Commis- 
sion. 

Enrolled  Militia. 

On  December  31,  1918,  the  total  enrolled  militia  of  the 
State  was  640,322,  a  decrease  of  1,019  from  1917. 

National  Guard  and  Naval  Militia. 
On  December  31,  1918,  the  strength  of  the  Massachusetts 
National  Guard  was  5  officers.  These  were  all  departmental 
officers  who  had  not  been  called  into  Federal  service,  con- 
sisting of  Lieut.  Col.  William  B.  Emery,  Chief  Quarter- 
master, Massachusetts;  Lieut.  Col.  George  H.  Benyon,  Chief 
of  Lispector  General's  Department;  Lieut.  Col.  William  C. 
Rogers,  Chief  of  Judge  Advocate  General's  Department; 
Lieut.  Col.  Charles  F.  Sargent,  United  States  Property  and 
Disbursing  Officer,  and  Major  Ralph  M.  Smith,  Judge  Advo- 
cate General's  Department.  On  April  20,  1918,  instructions 
were  received  from  the  Militia  Bureau  directing  that  the 
foregoing  officers,  with  the  exception  of  the  United  States 
Property  and  Disbursing  Officer,  be  placed  in  the  National 
Guard  Reserve.  These  instructions  were  complied  with,  and 
these  officers  were  at  once  detailed  for  duty  in  their  respec- 
tive departments  as  National  Guard  Reserve  officers.    With- 
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out  such  action  on  the  part  of  Your  Excellency  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  military  department  of  the  State  would  have 
been  seriously  hampered.  This  action  on  the  part  of  the 
Militia  Bureau  leaves  but  one  officer,  the  United  States 
Property  and  Disbursing  Officer,  as  the  sole  representative  of 
the  Massachusetts  National  Guard. 

On  July  1,  1918,  House  Bill,  No.  10854,  National  House 
of  Representatives,  became  a  law,  which  transferred  the 
Massachusetts  Naval  Militia  to  the  National  Naval  Reserve, 
and  all  the  records  of  the  Massachusetts  Naval  Militia  were 
turned  over  to  this  ofiice,  and  the  Naval  Militia  ceased  to 
exist  as  a  Massachusetts  organization. 

State  Guard. 

By  executive  order  of  the  Governor,  signed  February  11, 
1918,  the  administration  of  the  State  Guard  was  placed  in 
this  office.  The  Massachusetts  State  Guard  has  more  than 
justified  its  existence  and  the  small  appropriation  which  was 
made  for  its  support.  It  has  never  been  adequately  equipped, 
and  the  failure  to  appropriate  money  for  necessary  equip- 
ment resulted  in  a  largely  increased  expenditure  when  the 
State  Guard  was  called  upon  to  assist  in  fighting  the  epi- 
demic of  influenza  which  raged  throughout  the  State  during 
the  months  of  September,  October  and  November. 

The  entire  State  Guard  was  ordered  to  camp  for  a  period 
of  camp  duty  of  five  days.  The  instruction  received  by  offi- 
cers and  men  in  entraining  and  detraining,  transportation  of 
baggage  and  camp  impedimenta,  was  of  great  value.  The 
period  of  camp  duty  was  utilized  by  all  commanding  officers 
to  the  best  advantage,  and  was  of  great  value  to  all.  The 
discipline  in  camp  was  of  the  highest  order,  and  all  seemed 
actuated  by  an  earnest  desire  to  learn  all  that  could  be 
learned  in  so  short  a  time.  The  earnestness  and  zeal  of 
officers  and  men  are  highly  commended. 

During  the  period  of  camp  duty  the  camp  was  visited  by  a 
high  officer  of  the  regular  service  v>^ho  commented  most  favor- 
ably upon  the  sanitation,  saying  that  he  had  never  seen  a 
cleaner  camp  anyw^here. 

The  fact  that  the  State  had  a  well-organized  military  force 
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ready  for  instant  duty  acted  as  a  deterrent  to  the  lawless 
element  of  the  community,  and  on  two  occasions  at  least  the 
fact  that  companies  of  the  State  Guard  were  assembled  in 
their  armories  ready  for  duty  undoubtedly  prevented  serious 
disorder. 

The  Easthampton  Company  —  Company  F,  Eighteenth 
Regiment  Infantry  —  was  called  upon  by  the  selectmen  of 
that  town  for  riot  duty  during  a  serious  disorder,  and  was  on 
duty  for  a  period  of  fourteen  days.  It  was  of  great  assistance 
in  securing  a  return  to  normal  conditions. 

One  of  the  most  important  duties  performed  by  the  State 
Guard  was  in  connection  with  the  influenza  epidemic.  The 
Adjutant  General  was  called  upon  on  September  9,  1918,  by 
the  Acting  Chief  Surgeon,  acting  for  the  United  States  Ship- 
ping Board,  to  authorize  the  establishment  of  an  Emergency 
Field  Hospital  on  Corey  Hill,  Brookline,  for  the  enlisted  per- 
sonnel of  the  United  States  Shipping  Board.  This  hospital 
was  erected  and  rapidly  organized  and  was  in  operation  up 
to  October  13.  The  expenses  in  connection  with  this  hospital 
were  paid  by  the  United  States  Shipping  Board. 

Four  companies  of  the  State  Guard  were  on  duty  during 
that  period,  furnishing  the  necessary  guards  and  orderlies  for 
camp  administration.  With  the  spread  of  the  influenza  it 
became  necessary  to  establish  other  temporary  hospitals,  and 
a  call  was  received  from  the  city  of  Gloucester,  where  an 
emergency  hospital  was  established  with  a  capacity  of  200 
beds,  which  was  later  increased.  Three  companies  were  on 
duty  at  this  hospital,  not  only  furnishing  camp  guards  and 
orderlies,  but  also  volunteers  who  acted  as  nurses. 

Similar  field  hospitals  were  established  at  Ipswich,  Law- 
rence, Brockton,  Waltham,  Haverhill,  Barre  and  Springfield, 
and  at  each  hospital  there  were  State  Guard  troops  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  camp  guard,  orderlies,  and,  in  many  cases, 
acting  as  nurses.  In  addition  to  these  field  hospitals,  smaller 
details  of  State  Guard  were  on  duty  at  New  Bedford,  Cam- 
bridge, Maiden,  Norwood,  Southborough  and  Westfield, 
where  local  municipalities  had  furnished  their  own  hospital 
facilities.  Supplies  such  as  cots,  blankets,  etc.,  were  fur- 
nished to  the  local  boards  of  health  at  Fall  River,  Fairhaven, 
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Arlington  and  Fitdiburg.  The  equipment  on  hand  at  the 
State  Arsenal  was  not  adequate  for  the  emergency,  and 
authority  was  requested  from  the  Governor's  Council  to 
purchase  additional  equipment  through  the  Chief  Quarter- 
master's Department,  consisting  of  1,034  cots,  3,696  blankets, 
28  pyramidal  tents  and  170  wall  tents. 

The  First  Motor  Corps  was  called  upon  to  furnish  40  auto- 
mobiles with  chauffeurs,  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  doc- 
tors and  nurses  from  patient  to  patient  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
and,  in  addition,  they  turned  over  to  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  the  State  Guard  the  ambulance  which  is  owned  by 
that  organization.  Their  auto  trucks  also  were  in  constant 
use,  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Quartermaster,  trans- 
porting supplies. 

The  26  ambulances  belonging  to  the  Medical  Department 
were  in  constant  use.  Two  of  these  were  loaned  to  the  North- 
eastern Department;  two,  to  the  First  Naval  District;  two, 
to  the  Fore  River  Ship  Building  Corporation;  two,  to  the 
city  of  New  Bedford,  and  the  others  were  in  use  in  the  city 
proper  and  in  the  various  emergency  field  hospitals. 

All  the  medical  officers  connected  with  the  State  Guard 
and  all  the  line  officers  and  enlisted  personnel  who  were  called 
upon  to  perform  duty  in  this  emergency  did  so  cheerfully  and 
willingly,  day  and  night,  at  a  great  sacrifice  to  their  own 
affairs,  and  are  deserving  of  great  credit  for  the  excellent 
work  they  performed. 

The  Massachusetts  Public  Safety  Committee  also  assisted 
greatly  in  this  emergency,  and  loaned  the  military  authori- 
ties cots  and  tents  which  they  had  for  use  of  the  boys  in 
farm  work.  The  committee  also  secured  the  loan  of  many 
tents  from  private  individuals. 

The  Legislature  of  last  year  was  asked  for  an  appropria- 
tion in  order  that  the  State  Guard  might  be  prepared  for  just 
such  an  emergency,  but  the  Guard  failed  to  receive  the 
appropriation. 

During  the  j^ear  four  companies,  having  fallen  below  the 
required  standard  of  efficiency,  have  been  disbanded  and 
officers  and  men  discharged  from  the  service. 

The  State  Guard  has  furnished  preliminary  military  in- 
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struction  for  men  about  to  be  called  for  service  in  the  Na- 
tional Army  with  gratifying  results.  Many  such  men  have 
been  able  to  secure  warrants  as  noncommissioned  officers  soon 
after  arriving  in  camp  as  a  result  of  the  military  training  re- 
ceived by  them  from  the  State  Guard.  Maj.  Forrest  B. 
Moulton  was  placed  in  charge  of  co-ordinating  the  work  of 
instruction,  and  had  developed  a  great  amount  of  interest 
when  the  signing  of  the  armistice  brought  his  work  to  an 
abrupt  end. 

The  United  States  naval  authorities  offered  the  facilities  of 
the  Navy  Range  at  Wakefield  with  instructors,  rifles  and 
ammunition,  for  such  State  Guard  units  as  could  avail  them- 
selves of  this  opportunity,  and  many  men  have  received  val- 
uable instruction  in  the  use  of  the  rifle  at  this  range. 

Organizations  of  the  State  Guard  have  participated  in 
parades  on  various  occasions  for  the  Liberty  Loan,  the  Red 
Cross  and  Armistice  Day,  and  detachments  have  been  on 
duty  on  the  occasion  of  the  Harvard  Commencement  and  the 
reception  to  Maj.  Gen.  Clarence  R.  Edwards. 

During  the  year  Your  Excellency  has  received  the  Chinese 
Mission,  the  Royal  Serbian  Mission,  the  Polish  Mission  and 
the  French  Mission. 

Selective  Service  Law. 

The  work  of  the  office  in  reference  to  the  carrying  out  of 
the  selective  service  law  has  steadily  increased.  Since  mak- 
ing the  last  report,  approximately  54,712  men  have  entered 
the  National  Army  from  this  State.  It  is  impossible  to  give 
actual  figures  at  this  time  as  there  have  been  many  special 
inductions  into  the  service  which  were  reported  direct  to 
Washington,  and  cannot  yet  be  secured  by  this  office.  The 
Adjutant  General,  as  disbursing  officer  for  the  draft,  has 
issued  14,302  checks,  aggregating  $665,960.93  in  Federal 
funds,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  November  30,  1918. 

The  work  placed  upon  The  Adjutant  General  as  disbursing 
officer  for  the  draft  has  greatly  increased,  and  has  necessi- 
tated the  hiring  of  another  clerk,  who  is  paid  from  Federal 
funds.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  great 
assistance  given  by  Mr.  Vincent  H.  Jacobs,  clerk  in  this  de- 
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partment,  who  has  worked  nights  and  Sundays  in  addition 
to  his  regular  work. 

At  the  time  of  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  Massachusetts 
had  furnished  189,433  men,  apportioned  as  follows:  —

Office  Administration. 

The  work  of  the  department  has  steadily  increased  owing 
to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  men  in  service,  and  the 
work  of  securing  records  has  been  greatly  hampered  by  the 
inability  to  secure  much  information  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment. There  have  been  constant  calls  for  certificates  of 
service,  owing  to  the  change  in  the  law  allowing  National 
Guard  officers  the  same  "fogey"  pay  as  army  officers,  which 
requires  the  furnishing  of  certificates  to  all  our  former 
National  Guard  and  Naval  Militia  officers  in  the  service. 

The  office  has  not  been  closed  since  February  2,  1917,  and 
a  man  is  constantly  at  the  telephone  in  touch  with  The 
Adjutant  General  at  night  and  on  Sundays  and  holidays. 

The  increase  in  the  work  has  required  much  overtime,  and 
the  work  has  been  done  cheerfully  by  all  the  clerks  in  the 
office.  The  Adjutant  General  desires  to  express  his  apprecia- 
tion of  the  loyalty  and  efficiency  of  the  office  force. 

On  November  3,  1918,  the  Commonwealth  lost  by  death 
the  valuable  services  of  Mr.  John  Baker,  who  was  Custodian 
of  the  Military  Archives  of  The  Adjutant  General's  Office  for 
many  years.  His  place  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
Mr.  Fred  W.  Cross,  who  had  been  Mr.  Baker's  assistant. 
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Intelligence  Bureau. 

The  Intelligence  Bureau  has  more  than  justified  its  exist- 
ence. It  has  accumulated  a  large  amount  of  military  infor- 
mation regarding  the  State,  which  is  now  on  file.  In  addition, 
it  has  been  of  considerable  assistance  to  local  Federal  authori- 
ties, and  has  received  the  commendation  of  all  for  the 
manner  in  which  the  work  has  been  performed.  It  has  also 
been  of  great  assistance  in  securing  records  of  service  at  the 
various  camps,  and  in  assisting  people  in  regard  to  their 
allotments. 

All  the  officers  and  men  of  the  department  have  done 
excellent  work,  entailing  many  long  hours,  cheerfully  and 
willingly. 

Mrs.  W.  L.  Putnam's  department  still  continues  to  be  of 
great  assistance  to  The  Adjutant  General's  Department,  and 
she  has  given  her  personal  attention  daily  to  the  affairs  of 
the  ofiice. 

Legislation  passed  in  1918. 
The  principal  change  in  the  militia  law  was  an  amendment 
to  the  retirement  act,  which,  as  it  stood,  would  have  pre- 
vented any  National  Guard  officer,  who  had  gone  into  the 
service  and  been  discharged  from  the  National  Guard,  from 
being  placed  on  the  retired  list.  This  was  changed,  so  that 
now  when  our  officers  return  they  may  be  placed  on  the 
National  Guard  retired  list. 

Recommendations. 
1.  The  militia  law  provides  that  there  shall  be  one  Adjutant 
General  with  the  rank  of  Colonel,  and  an  Adjutant  General, 
Adjutant  General's  Department,  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant 
Colonel,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  SI, 800.  As  this  officer 
is  next  in  rank  to  The  Adjutant  General,  and  in  this  capacity 
performs  the  duties  of  The  Adjutant  General  during  his 
absence,  he  should  receive  a  yearly  compensation  in  propor- 
tion to  his  importance.  At  present,  the  civilian  chief  clerk 
and  the  second  clerk  in  The  Adjutant  General's  Office  receive 
a  yearly  compensation  of  $2,200,  more  than  the  next  ranking 
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military  officer  to  The  Adjutant  General  receives,  and  two 
other  clerks  receive  Sl,800  per  annum.  From  a  military 
point  of  view,  this  is  not  a  proper  procedure. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  section  24  of  chapter  327  of 
the  General  Acts  of  1917  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:  — 

Section  24.  The  adjutant  general  shall  receive  a  salary  of  thirty- 
six  hundred  doUars.  An  adjutant  general,  rank  of  heutenant  colonel, 
adjutant  general's  department,  shah  receive  a  salary  of  twenty-five 
hundred  doUars  a  year.  The  adjutant  general  may  emploj^  such  clerks 
and  other  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  in  his  department,  the  ex- 
pense thereof  not  to  exceed  the  amount  annuaUy  appropriated  therefor. 

2.  Owing  to  the  increase  in  railroad  rates,  the  present  pro- 
vision of  law  allowing  2J  cents  per  mile  for  travel  of  troops 
is  inadequate.  I  therefore  recommend  that  section  168  (a)  of 
chapter  327  of  the  General  Acts  of  1917  be  amended  to  read 
as  follows :  — • 

Section  168.  (a)  There  shall  be  ahowed  and  paid  to  each  officer 
and  soldier  required  to  travel  on  duty,  as  foUows:  under  sections 
seventeen,  twenty-five,  twenty-six,  one  hundred  and  fortj^-six  and 
one  hundred  and  fortj^-seven,  mileage  at  the  rates  established  by  law, 
computed  by  the  most  direct  railroad  communication  from  the  place 
in  which  the  headquarters  of  the  various  commands  and  the  armories 
of  the  companies  are  situated  and  return,  or  by  such  route  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  commander-in-chief ;  and  when  on  duty  as  a  member 
or  judge  advocate  of  any  mihtarj^  court  or  board,  or  as  a  witness  or 
defendant  before  such  a  court  ©r  board,  when  attending  meetings  of 
officers  and  noncommissioned  officers  as  pro\dded  in  section  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six;  when  acting  as  the  presiding  officer  at  an  election, 
as  an  elector  at  the  election  of  a  general  or  field  officer,  or  as  a  pay- 
master, and  in  an}'  case  when  obhged  by  orders  of  the  commander-in- 
chief  to  travel  without  troops,  —  four  cents  a  mile  each  way,  computed 
by  the  most  direct  railroad  communication  from  the  residence  of  the 
officer  or  soldier,  or  bj^  such  route  as  may  be  approved  by  the  com- 
mander-in-chief . 

3.  The  work  performed  by  the  Intelligence  Bureau  of  The 
Adjutant  General's  Department  has  been  of  great  importance 
to  the  Commonwealth  during  the  past  year  and  a  half.  As 
conditions  during  the  readjustment  period  are  liable  to  be 
more  or  less  unsettled,  and  as  the  Bureau  can  be  of  great 
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assistance  in  securing  information  regarding  the  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines  from  Massachusetts  who  served  in  the 
great  war,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Bureau  be  continued, 
and  that  the  Legislature  make  the  necessary  appropriation 
for  its  maintenance  asked  for  in  the  present  budget. 

4.  The  State  Guard,  as  at  present  constituted,  consists  of 
approximately  11,000  officers  and  men.  Many  of  the  com- 
panies of  the  State  Guard  are  now  quartered,  at  a  consider- 
able local  expense,  in  buildings  located  in  cities  and  towns  as 
the  Legislature  has  refused  to  appropriate  money  for  the 
rental  of  such  quarters.  It  is  believed  that,  with  the  return 
to  peace  conditions,  the  State  Guard  should  be  reduced  in 
number  to  not  more  than  the  necessary  departmental  organi- 
zations, six  regiments  of  infantry,  one  motor  corps  and  one 
troop  of  cavalry,  and  that  the  infantry  be  organized  into  two 
brigades  of  three  regiments  each,  with  the  motor  corps  and 
the  troop  of  cavalry  as  separate  organizations.  This  will 
require  no  legislation,  as  the  Governor  can,  under  the  law, 
effect  the  reorganization  by  executive  order.  I  recommend 
that  such  reduction  be  made  and  that  the  organizations  be 
grouped  geographically,  with  home  stations  in  State  armories 
where  possible. 

5.  The  recent  epidemic  of  influenza  has  shown  the  neces- 
sity of  a  volunteer  medical  organization,  composed  of  doc- 
tors, nurses  and  orderlies  who  would  hold  themselves  in 
readiness  to  answer  a  sudden  call,  to  act  under  the  direction 
of  The  Adjutant  General  and  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. This  unit  should  be  organized  as  a  flying 
squadron  of  great  mobility,  so  that  they  could  be  mobilized 
at  short  notice  and  sent  where  needed. 

It  is  believed  that  such  an  organization  would  be  of  great 
assistance  in  any  public  calamity  to  supplement  the  work  of 
the  State  Guard  Medical  Department.  I  recommend  that 
The  Adjutant  General  be  authorized  to  organize  such  a 
volunteer  medical  unit.

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EEPORT   OF   THE   INTELLIGENCE   BUREAU,  THE 
ADJUTANT  GENERAL'S  DEPARTMENT. 


December  31,  1918. 
To  The  Adjutant  General. 

Sir:  —  The  Intelligence  Department  has  the  honor  to 
make  the  following  report  of-  its  activities  for  the  year  just 
finished,  said  actions  covering  a  period  from  December  31, 
1917,  to  December  31,  1918. 

The  work  of  the  office  has  been  divided  into  four  parts :  — 

1.  The  obtaining  of  names,  addresses  and  additional  data 
for  the  purpose  of  compiling  a  list  of  all  men  serving  in  the 
quota  of  Massachusetts  in  the  Great  W^ar. 

2.  The  certification  of  enlistments,  enrollments,  dates  of 
reporting  for  duty,  and  of  the  draft  for  the  Treasurer  and 
Receiver-General,  the  State  Aid  Commissioner,  and  the 
various  aid  departments  of  all  cities  and  towns  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

3.  The  compilation  of  military  information,  such  as  map 
making,  and  so  on,  for  the  purpose  of  military  protective 
data. 

4.  Work  on  sundry  matters  referred  to  this  office  for  spe- 
cial investigation. 

First.  —  This  office  has  received  at  regular  intervals  lists 
from  various  recruiting  stations  in  Massachusetts  and  Rhode 
Island,  where  men  from  this  State  have  enlisted,  both  in 
the  army  and  the  navy  and  special  units,  wherever  such 
regular  established  enlistment  depots  existed.  In  order  to 
obtain  the  names  of  the  men  enlisted  in  the  special  units, 
such  as  the  quartermaster,  engineers,  and  the  like,  this  de- 
partment has  had  to  send  men  to  a  great  many  different 
stations  in  order  to  get  any  record  at  all  of  such  enlistments. 
Great  assistance  has  been  rendered  by  officers  of  the  army 
and  navy  stationed  in  this  district.     Concerning  the  draft, 
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methods  have  been  somewhat  different.  During  the  first  of 
the  draft  period  records  were  obtained  fairly  easily  through 
the  draft  office  in  the  State  House.  Subsequently  it  became 
necessary  to  obtain  such  records  through  the  various  boards, 
and  the  latter  work  has  been  exceedingly  arduous,  and  in  a 
great  many  cases  not  complete.  Through  the  great  as- 
sistance of  the  officers  at  Camp  Devens,  the  records  have 
been  kept  fairly  complete,  and  additional  data  obtained  from 
them.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  year  just  completed  the 
number  of  men  listed,  assigned  to  the  National  Guard  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  was  approximately  17,000; 
those  in  the  Regular  Army  and  special  units,  approximately 
45,000;  those  in  the  Navy  and  Naval  Reserve,  approximately 
38,000;    those  in  the  draft,  approximately  75,000. 

Second.  —  This  office  has  given  approximately  45,000  cer- 
tificates for  the  enlistments,  enrollments  and  draft  for  the 
various  departments  paying  dependents  of  soldiers  and 
sailors  under  the  Massachusetts  laws  of  1917.  It  has  been 
necessary  in  this  connection  to  correspond  with  nearly  every 
post  and  naval  station  in  the  eastern  section  of  the  country, 
as  well  as  the  War,  Navy  and  Marine  Corps  Departments. 

Third.  —  The  positive  data  on  file  in  the  office  have  been 
collected  by  men  assigned  to  this  duty,  assisted  by  a  very 
able  corps  of  volunteers  who  have  in  a  great  measure  been 
responsible  for  the  excellent  material  now  on  hand  in  the 
office.  It  is  the  belief  of  this  department  that  these  data  if 
kept  up  to  date  will  prove  of  great  value  to  the  State  and 
Nation  in  time  of  peace  as  well  as  in  time  of  war. 

Fourth.  —  The  work  under  this  heading  should  be  sub- 
divided into  six  divisions. 

(a)  The  investigation  and  assistance  given  to  persons 
inquiring  about  government  allotment  checks  and  other 
matters  pertaining  to  finances  which  this  department  en- 
deavored to  assist  in  by  communicating  with  the  various 
Federal  officials  doing  this  work.  In  these  matters  the  de- 
partment has  handled  during  the  current  year  some  2,500 
cases. 

(b)  The  department  under  Mrs.  W.  L.  Putnam,  chief  of 
the  Women's  Auxiliary  Intelligence  Bureau  of  The  Adjutant 
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General's  office,  which  has  been  of  great  service  and  handled 
several  hundred  cases  concerning  casualties  and  matters  per- 
taining to  the  men  themselves,  where  information  was  sought 
by  their  families  in  this  country.  This  department  has  been 
the  official  representative  of  the  Red  Cross  Bureau  under  Mr. 
W.  R.  Castle  in  Washington,  and  has  been  run  by  volunteers 
at  practically  no  expense  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. This  department  has  also  been  the  means  of  ob- 
taining information  from  time  to  time  which  has  been  of 
inestimable  value  to  the  work  of  the  office. 

(c)  The  various  subjects  which  have  come  to  this  division 
of  the  work  from  the  draft  office  for  investigation  and  report 
to  them  of  various  matters  concerning  the  drafted  men. 

(d)  The  investigation  for  certain  departments  of  applicants 
for  positions  in  governmental  work. 

(e)  Matters  pertaining  to  investigation  for  the  Food  Ad- 
ministration of  the  Federal  government  under  Mr.  Henry  B. 
Endicott. 

(J)  Other  matters  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  depart- 
ment in  which  the  office  has  endeavored  to  be  of  some  as- 
sistance to  the  community  in  guarding  the  general  welfare 
at  a  time  when  quiet  application  to  certain  topics,  both  on 
work  done  by  this  department  itself  and  by  rendering  as- 
sistance to  other  departments,  may  have  worked  to  the 
benefit  of  the  State  and  Nation. 

As  to  the  results  obtained  under  the  fourth  item,  this 
office  desires  to  submit  the  following  letters  for  your  con-

Because  of  individual  illness  and  the  severe  winter  weather, 
rearrangement  of  parts  of  these  assignments  became  neces- 
sary. At  all  times  every  officer  who  was  called  upon  in  this 
emergency  responded  with  promptness  and  enthusiasm,  and 
felt  complimented  in  thus  being  called  upon.  A  schedule  was 
prepared  for  a  speedy  performance  of  this  work;  in  fact,  the 
first  inspection  was  held  on  the  second  day  of  the  new  year. 
Completion  of  these  inspections  in  every  case,  according  to 
schedule,  was  pushed  to  the  limit,  with  the  exception  of 
one  organization,  for  which  good  reasons  were  apparent. 
A  resume  of  the  inspection  reports  follows :  — 
In  the  case  of  companies  located  at  points  where  there  are 
State  armories,  the  quarters  are  suitable.  In  other  cases  the 
quarters  range  from  poor  to  fair  only.  At  these  latter  points 
property  cannot  be  properly  cared  for,  with  the  result  that 
the  condition  of  property  is  below  standard,  and  instruc- 
tion and  drill  are  retarded.  It  is  also  evident  that  better 
results  would  have  been  obtained  had  there  been  a  sufiicient 
number  of  copies  of  the  Infantry  Drill  Regulations,  manuals 
for  noncommissioned  officers  and  privates,  and  the  Guard 
Manual.  Observance  of  orders  relating  to  instruction  were 
not  complied  with  generally,  which  indicated  that  more  care- 
ful supervision  should  be  given  by  field  officers.  Ofiicers  gen- 
erally are  very  much  in  earnest  in  their  efforts  to  be  efficient, 
but  the  standard  would  improve  materially  in  many  cases  by 
giving  more  attention  to  details.  Noncommissioned  ofiicers 
should  show  more  initiative,  and  always  remember  that  they 
are  the  foundation,  the  backbone  of  the  organization.  The 
spirit  is  fine,  and  the  loyalty  which  prompted  over  10,000 
men  to  come  forward  and  enlist  in  the  Guard  is  splendid. 
Discipline  is  rated  from  fair  to  very  good.  Military  courtesy 
from  poor  to  excellent.  Individual  neatness  can  in  many 
cases  be  improved  by  a  hair  trim  and  shave.  Two  com- 
panies failed  to  reach  proper  standard  and  have  been  dis- 
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banded.  Regimental  units  vary  in  lettered  companies  from 
eleven  to  sixteen  in  number,  two  only  having  twelve  com- 
panies, the  number  long  established  by  custom. 

Compliance  with  Army  Regulations  in  relation  to  the 
national  and  regimental  colors  should  be  observed.  In  a 
majority  of  cases  an  eagle  surmounts  the  pike  instead  of  the 
spearhead  called  for,  and  the  cords  and  tassels  are  of  almost 
any  color  instead  of  the  required  red,  white  and  blue. 

A  condition  was  found  which  never  should  have  existed,  — 
that  of  enlisted  men  who  could  neither  talk  or  understand 
the  English  language.  Another  most  important  thing  is 
that  of  arms.  There  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Guard  to-day 
the  following  types:  United  States  magazine,  caliber  .30; 
Springfield  45-70;  Krag;  Ross;  Lebel  and  Winchester  Riot. 
The  attendance  of  a  fraction  less  than  90  per  cent,  was,  all 
things  considered,  a  very  commendable  performance. 

In  accordance  with  orders  of  His  Excellency  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief (Par.  1,  Special  Orders,  No.  9,  The  Adjutant 
General's  office,  Massachusetts,  dated  July  6,  1918),  five 
days'  tour  of  camp  duty  were  performed  by  the  State  Guard 
units  noted  below,  at  the  State  camp  grounds,  Framingham, 
Mass.,  on  the  following  dates:  —

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The  camp  was  named  Camp  Augustus  P.  Gardner,  in 
honor  of  the  former  Representative  in  Congress  from  Massa- 
chusetts, who  gave  his  Hfe  for  his  country  during  the  present 
war. 

An  inspecting  ofHcer  was  designated  for  duty  with  each 
organization.  As  far  as  available,  assignments  were  made  on 
the  same  basis  as  the  armory  inspections,  but  three  of  these, 
original  assignments  asked  for  relief.  To  cover  these  cases 
two  officers  took  a  double  detail,  while  the  junior  officer  of 
all  the  group  gleefully  accepted  service  with  four  organiza- 
tions. 

Pay  and  subsistence  at  45  cents  per  diem  were  allowed 
enlisted  men,  and  special  duty  pay  to  commissioned  officers. 
The  Chief  Quartermaster  provided  transportation  and  also 
rationed  the  troops  on  consolidated  ration  returns  from 
organization  supply  officers.  Tentage,  blankets,  ponchos, 
bed  sacks  and  straw  for  the  same,  mess  kits,  field  ranges, 
lanterns  and  kerosene  and  fuel  for  kitchen  fires  were  all 
supplied  by  the  Chief  Quartermaster.  A  limited  number  of 
motor  trucks  for  camp  duty  were  furnished  each  organiza- 
tion. Owing  to  lack  of  State  funds,  companies  provided  axes, 
wood  saws,  pails  and  basins.  Each  brigade  headquarters  was 
allowed  a  tour  of  five  da^^s  (while  organizations  of  the  brigade 
were  on  duty)  with  pay  and  subsistence  as  before  indicated. 
The  principal  comments  of  this  tour  of  duty  are  as  follows: 
That  the  zeal  and  loyalty  shown  during  the  armory  inspec- 
tions have  not  diminished.  Schools  and  instruction  for  both 
officers  and  men  were  held  frequently  between  drill  periods. 
A  feature  tvhich  stood  out  very  clearly  was  the  efficiency  of 
the  officers,  and  businesslike  administration,  without  excep- 
tion, of  the  supply  companies.  There  are  men  in  the  Guard 
who,  through  age,  are  unfitted  for  anything  but  the  lightest 
duty.  The  interest  shown  was  remarkable.  There  was  not 
a  case  of  shirking  or  malingering  observed.  Every  man 
seemed  anxious  to  do  his  level  best.  Barring  one  organiza- 
tion, sentinels  had  little  knowledge  or  experience  in  the 
performance  of  their  duty.  Salutes  were  improperly  ren- 
dered, and  challenging  indicated  lack  of  armory  instruction. 
This   condition   was   corrected   in   a   great   measure   by   the 
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special  detail  of  an  officer  to  instruct  in  this  work,  and  im- 
provement was  noted  before  the  troops  were  dismissed.  The 
same  comment  is  made  in  relation  to  military  courtesy. 
In  many  cases  there  was  too  much  familiarity  between 
officers  and  men.  The  result  is  harmful  to  both.  Clean- 
liness in  camp  and  quarters  was  excellent.  Discipline  gen- 
erally is  rated  very  good.  If  this  location  (Framingham) 
is  to  be  used  for  a  semi-permanent  camp,  it  is  recommended 
that  proper  latrines  and  drains  be  built.  Latrines  were  so 
constructed  that  they  could  not  be  burned  out  without 
great  danger  of  destroying  them  entirely.  This  inability  to 
properly  burn  them  out  resulted  in  an  offensive  odor  which 
could  not  be  eliminated,  although  an  application  of  chloride 
of  lime  and  dirt  was  applied  twice  a  day  and  the  buildings 
thoroughly  whitewashed.  The  camp  was  also  laid  out  with 
the  company  kitchens  and  the  latrines  on  the  same  flank, 
which  is  contrary  to  all  regulations.  Lack  of  funds  to  run 
the  water  pipes  to  the  other  flank  was  the  reason  given  for 
this  condition.  It  was  a  mistake,  also,  to  permit  organiza- 
tions to  occupy  the  same  ground  successively.  The  soil 
became  sour  and  turf  much  worn,  and  the  ground  and 
kitchen  incinerators  were  made  noisome  under  a  hot  sun,  a 
dangerous  condition  anywhere,  but  especially  in  a  crowded 
camp. 

The  organizations  of  the  State  Guard  performing  outdoor 
battalion  drills  in  place  of  camp  duty  for  the  season  of  1918, 
at  the  localities  and  during  the  periods  hereinafter  designated, 
are  as  follows :  —

The  First  Motor  Corps  performed  its  tour  of  duty  at  Farm 
Pond,  Sherborn,  in  two  periods  of  four  days  each,  a  total  of 
eight  days,  for  which  pay  for  five  days  and  transportation  for 
one  tour  was  allowed.  This  unit  maintained  the  high  stand- 
ard of  performance  of  previous  achievements,  and  added  to 
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its  second  tour  special  instruction  and  guard  duty,  which 
employed  the  tripped  balloon  method.  By  this  instruction 
every  enlisted  man  in  the  unit  had  special  attention  in  the 
course  of  guard  duty  and  challenging,  which  is  incident  to 
the  work.  The  discipline,  camp  sanitation  and  courtesy 
were   excellent. 

The  First  Troop  of  Cavalry,  from  July  13  to  20,  inclusive,. 
did  three  days'  volunteer  duty  in  addition  to  the  required 
five  days,  on  the  grounds  of  the  First  Corps  of  Cadets  at 
Hingham.  The  troop  is  credited  with  an  excellent  tour  of 
duty,  and  is  a  valuable  part  of  the  State's  organization. 

The  State  Guard  took  active  part  in  the  Fourth  Liberty 
Loan  parade,  the  Red  Cross  parade,  and  the  parade  in  cele- 
bration of  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  These  parades  were 
participated  in  voluntarily  as  to  pay,  but  transportation  and 
subsistence  for  the  first  and  last  parade,  and  transportation 
only  for  the  second,  was  allowed. 

These  performances  were  marked  for  fine  appearance,  good 
discipline  and  general  all-round  work. 

Starting  with  but  poor  encouragement  the  State  Guard 
has  gone  ahead  in  the  work  dropped  by  our  National  Guard 
when  it  entered  the  Federal  service,  and  in  every  way  has 
won  commendation  for  self-sacrifice  and  self-denial  of  every 
member  thereof. 

During  an  epidemic  of  virulent  character  (Spanish  in- 
fluenza), which  swept  this  section  as  well  as  other  parts  of 
the  country  during  the  late  summer,  the  State  Guard  once 
again  proved  its  worth.  It  was  a  disease  about  which  little 
was  known. 

To  combat  these  conditions  emergency  camps  under  the 
Chief  Surgeon  were  established  in  a  number  of  cities  and 
towns,  the  first  one  at  Corey  Hill,  Brookline,  on  September  9. 
The  construction  of  this  camp  and  the  equipping  of  a  tent 
hospital,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Quartermaster, 
were  so  effectively  done  that  thirty-eight  patients  were 
transported  and  under  tents  in  the  hospital,  receiving  medical 
care  and  nursing,  in  less  than  seven  hours'  time.  The  fact 
has  been  demonstrated  beyond  question  that  tents  are  in- 
valuable in  caring  for  influenza  and  pneumonia  patients. 
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Camps  were  also  established  in  Gloucester,  Ipswich,  Law- 
rence, Brockton,  Waltham,  Haverhill,  Springfield  and  Barre, 
and  the  rapidity  with  which  these  hospitals  were  established 
is  due  to  the  efiicient  co-operation  of  the  Quartermaster's 
department. 

In  addition  to  the  above  hospitals,  the  boards  of  health  of 
towns  that  applied  have  been  loaned  cots,  bed  sacks  and 
woolen  and  rubber  blankets.  These  articles  were  also  deliv- 
ered to  the  towns  and  taken  up  after  the"  emergency  had 
ceased. 

It  is  impossible  for  any  one  to  realize,  unless  he  knew  the 
facts,  the  splendid  work  which  the  Medical  Department  and 
the  officers  and  men  of  the  State  Guard  rendered  at  this 
time.  Many  of  them,  at  no  small  personal  sacrifice  and  no 
small  risk,  worked  in  these  camps  night  and  day,  and  the 
service  they  rendered  in  this  time  of  need  has  fully  justified 
the  creation  of  a  State  Guard  organization.  It  has  pitched 
the  camps,  competent  doctors  and  nurses  have  been  pro- 
vided from  its  own  personnel,  protection  and  administration 
of  the  camps  provided,  and,  in  some  cases,  members  of  the 
Guard  have  acted  as  nurses. 

The  thanks  of  the  entire  State  are  due  the  Chief  Surgeon 
for  his  invaluable  service  in  combating  the  ravages  of  the 
epidemic. 

It  is  evident  to  all  acquainted  with  the  situation  that  the 
Guard  as  organized  to-day  should  be  reorganized,  and  with 
the  least  possible  delay.  What  the  basis  of  reocganization 
shall  be  it  is  difficult  to-day  to  state,  but  the  best  plan 
seems  to  be  that  of  locating  troops  in  localities  having 
State  armories. 

Recommendations-  without  number  might  add  to  the 
length  of  this  report,  but  with  the  reorganization  close  at. 
hand  it  would  be  wasted  effort.

I  have  the  honor  to  hand  you  herewith  my  report  as  Chief 
Quartermaster  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  1918. 

Pursuant  to  General  Orders  No.  9,  action  was  immediately 
started  to  place  the  camp  ground  at  Framingham  in  readi- 
ness for  the  regiments  ordered  there  to  assume  the  prescribed 
tour  of  duty. 

The  old  water-supply  system  was  found  to  be  in  bad  con- 
dition, but  was  promptly  repaired  and  thirty-five  uprights 
were  installed  along  the  line,  each  with  an  individual  shut-off 
as  a  protection  against  freezing  during  the  winter,  also  in 
order  to  repair  individual  breaks  without  shutting  off  the 
whole  system.  Unfortunately  the  old  mess  building  in  which 
were  stored  many  utensils  and  much  equipment  necessary  for 
the  needs  of  a  body  of  men  in  camp  was  burned  to  the 
ground  on  May  10,  1918.  Latrines,  complete,  were  erected 
from  old  material  on  the  ground  in  sufficient  number  to  meet 
the  requirements. 

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building  erected  for  the  One  Hundred  and 
First  Regiment  Lifantry,  U.  S.  N.  G.,  was  utilized  by  the 
various  regimental  headquarters  as  mess  halls  and  ofiices  of 
the  administrative  department. 

The  supply  of  field  equipment,  only  enough  for  two  regi- 
ments, was  turned  over  and  reissued  to  incoming  troops  on 
the  field.  This  required  much  additional  work,  the  five-day 
period  of  training  making  the  work  constant;  but  it  is  well 
to  say  that  the  work  of  the  various  supply  officers,  many  of 
whom  were  acting  in  their  capacity  for  the  first  time,  was 
excellent.  The  shortages  of  property  at  the  end  was  prac- 
tically nil.  Lieut.-Col.  Albert  L.  Wyman,  retired,  acted  as 
transfer  officer  and  as  depot  quartermaster.  State  Guard,  and 
had  the  handling  of  all  transfers. 
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There  being  no  Quartermaster's  Corps  organized  for  the 
State  Guard,  the  Chief  Quartermaster  was  ordered  to  ration 
the  Guard.  Capt.  Hugh  J.  Maguire  was  detailed  to  have 
charge  of  the  issues,  and  was  located  at  Armour's  Beef 
House  with  Ex-Sergeant  E.  W.  Lord  as  stock  keeper.  The 
Armour  Company  gave  the  State  the  use  of  their  house  for 
the  storage  of  dry  components  which  were  issued  with  perish- 
able food  as  required.  The  amount  allowed,  45  cents  per 
enlisted  man,  was  sufficient,  the  entire  State  Guard  living 
within  that  sum  with  the  exception  of  the  thirteenth,  fif- 
teenth, sixteenth,  nineteenth  and  twentieth  regiments  of  in- 
fantry. 

The  First  Motor  Corps  handled  their  own  camp,  taking 
their  ration  allowance  in  cash. 

Eleven  military  camps  (hospitals,  so  called),  were  installed 
in  the  fohowing  cities  and  towns:  Corey  Hill,  Brookline; 
Gloucester,  Waltham,  Ipswich,  Haverhill,  Lawrence,  Brock- 
ton, Barre,  Springfield,  Fayville  and  Westfield.  Ten  other 
cities  and  towns  were  sent  military  equipment.  These 
camps  were  furnished  with  equipment  available  from  pur- 
chases made  by  the  Commonwealth  for  the  State  Guard 
known  as  "camp  equipment,"  tents,  blankets,  and  general 
field  equipment  where  soldiers  were  assembled,  the  Medical 
Department  providing  such  other  equipment  as  was  required. 
It  was  fortunate  that  the  requirements  placed  upon  the  State 
to  create  these  hospitals  did  not  occur  at  one  given  date, 
but  extended  from  September  9  to  November  10,  1918.  For 
your  information  the  issues  from  the  State  Arsenal  were: 
1,105  tents,  1,110  mess  kits,  2,651  bed  sacks,  and  10,171 
blankets. 

In  the  early  fall  the  United  States  Navy  was  given  per- 
mission to  occupy  the  muster  field  (so  called)  at  Framing- 
ham,  rent  free.  At  the  navy's  expense,  and  for  their  require- 
ments, 200  feet  of  mess  buildings  were  added  to  the  present 
building  built  by  the  Public  Safety  Committee  for  the  use  of 
the  One  Hundred  and  First  Regiment  Infantry,  Twenty- 
sixth  Division,  so  that  to-day  300  feet  of  mess  buildings  are 
on  the  ground  available  for  any  future  use.  In  addition  12 
latrines  were  built  and  connected  with  the  sewer,  so  that 
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the  most  modern  wash  and  sanitary  equipment  is  now  on 
the  field  for  the  occupancy  of  the  State  troops. 

Payments  made  by  the  disbursing  officer  of  the  depart- 
ment, Capt.  Horace  B.  Parker,  retired,  M.  N.  G.,  have  been

In  September  collection  was  made  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment for  water  pipe  belonging  to  the  State  taken  from 
Framingham  Arsenal  in  April,  1917,  for  use  of  the  Sixth 
Regiment  Infantry  at  Farm  Pond  and  later  sent  to  Camp 
Devens,  to  the  amount  of  $2,796.38.  There  was  much 
correspondence  in  regard  to  this  claim  on  account  of  officers 
directly  interested  having  gone  to  France,  but  it  was  finally 
allowed  and  paid. 

Received  from  United  States  government  for  rental  of 
armories  for  various  periods,  $39,527.36;  from  various  so- 
cieties for  patriotic  purposes,  $4,087.46. 

Attached  please  find  detailed  report  of  the  expenses  of 
each  armory  in  the  Commonwealth. 

Extraordinary  repairs  were  made  on  the  South  Armory 
by  installing  a  complete  new  system  of  radiation  with  the 
vacuum  return  system. 

At  the  Springfield  Armory  two  new  boilers  were  installed, 
the  old  ones  being  inadequate  to  supply  the  necessary  heat 
for  the  building,  owing  to  its  enlargement. 

It  is  well  to  report  that  the  result  of  both  of  these  in- 
stallations was  very  satisfactory. 
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It  will  be  necessary  in  1919  to  install  a  new  system  of 
piping  at  the  East  Armory. 

All  armories  received  more  or  less  attention,  as  the  figures 
will  show,  towards  keeping  the  buildings  in  proper  condition. 

The  farmhouse  on  the  property  owned  by  the  Common- 
wealth, originally  purchased  as  a  drill  ground  for  B  Battery, 
has  been  put  in  thorough  repair.  Your  attention  is  especially 
invited  to  the  availability  of  the  land  at  Worcester  for 
maneuver  purposes,  which  land  would  require  before  occu- 
pancy the  installation  of  a  water  system  with  a  tank  of  at 
least  5,000  gallons'  capacity,  and  it  is  estimated  that  $5,000* 
would  make  a  complete  water  and  drainage  system  there.

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EEPORT  OF  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD  PROPERTY  AND 
DISBURSING  OFFICER  FOR  MASSACHUSETTS. 


Boston,  January  1,  1919. 
To  The  Adjutant  General,  Massachusetts. 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1918. 

The  work  of  the  office  has  been  chiefly  in  accounting  to 
the  United  States  government  for  the  miHtary  property 
issued  to  the  National  Guard,  Massachusetts,  for  which  the 
Commonwealth  is  holden  to  the  Federal  government.  It  is 
composed  of  five  classes  of  property,  namely,  quartermaster, 
ordnance,  signal,  engineer  and  medical.  The  government 
has  required  a  semi-annual  report  of  each  class  of  property, 
each  being  made  to  the  Militia  Bureau  at  Washington,  D.  C. 

This  has  entailed  a  vast  amount  of  clerical  work,  but  the 
new  sj'stem^  of  property  accounting  which  is  just  being 
adopted  by  the  army  is  intended  to  greatly  reduce  this 
■work  in  the  future. 

When  the  National  Guard  of  this  State  was  called  into  the 
Federal  service  it  was  fully  equipped.  By  the  forethought 
of  the  Governor  and  his  military  council  a  supply  of  military 
property  had  been  secured  by  the  Commonwealth.  This  was 
intended  to  have  been  a  cash  purchase,  but  it  was  afterwards 
changed  to  a  charge  against  the  State's  allotment. 

When  the  troops  were  called  for  Federal  service,  the  prop- 
erty other  than  that  needed  for  the  service  was  either  left  at 
the  State  armories  or  shipped  to  the  State  Arsenal.  All  Fed- 
eral property  so  left  has  been  collected,  and  by  direction  of 
the  Militia  Bureau  shipped  to  Federal  depots,  the  State 
being  relieved  of  this  accountability.  The  troops  took  with 
them  into  the  Federal  service  all  the  service  equipment,  and 
if  the  supply  ofiicers  of  the  regiments  had  receipted  for 
what  the  regiments  actually  took  into  the  service,  the 
work  of   this  office  would  have  been  much  simplified;   but, 
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with  hardly  an  exception,  they  evaded  taking  the  responsi- 
bihty  for  much  of  the  property,  and  the  accounts  are 
crowded  with  charges  which  should  have  been  relieved  either 
by  certificates  of  expenditures  or  surveys,  and  the  property 
accountability  of  the  State  relieved. 

Every  possible  effort  was  made  to  secure  the  receipts  from 
the  supply  officers,  both  by  direct  requests  on  their  regi- 
mental commanders  and  by  appeal  to  the  War  Department; 
still  the  supply  officers  neglected  to  receipt  for  the  property. 
If  the  company  commanders  had  expended  the  property  as 
issued  to  the  troops,  our  accounts  would  be  free,  with  the 
exception  of  losses  the  responsible  officers  had  had  from 
time  to  time  and  who  are  now  technically  responsible  for 
the  same;  but  while  they  are  responsible  for  this  property, 
it  doQS  not  clear  our  responsibility  with  the  Federal  govern- 
ment, although  it  is  possible  that  as  most  of  this  shortage  is 
clothing  and  personal  equipment,  which  had  been  issued  to 
troops,  the  Federal  government  may  allow  the  National 
Guard  property  and  disbursing  officer  to  relieve  the  State's 
accountability  by  filing  expenditure  vouchers. 

The  great  difficulty  with  the  shortage  of  the  other  prop- 
erty is  the  removal  of  the  officers  who  were  responsible,  and 
the  defective  accounting  made  by  such  officers.  It  seems  as 
if  only  an  act  of  Congress  will  finally  clean  up  the  State's 
accountability. 

The  financial  duties  pertaining  to  the  office  are  about 
closed.  This  department  paid  only  the  accounts  of  the 
National  Guard  prior  to  its  entry  into  the  Federal  service. 
Very  few  accounts  are  known  to  be  outstanding;  these  are 
being  prepared  for  payment,  and  will  be  paid  upon  receiving 
authorization.  As  the  troops  have  now  been  in  Federal  serv- 
ice for  over  eighteen  months,  it  is  not  probable  that  many 
old  accounts  will  be  presented.

Boston,  December  31,  1918. 
To  The  Adjutant  General. 

The  most  important  event  which  occurred  during  the  year 
1918  was  the  epidemic  of  influenza  which  was  handled  by  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Committee  appointed  by  the 
Governor  September  25.  During  this  epidemic  hospitals 
were  established  at  Corey  Hill,  Waltham,  Lawrence,  Haver- 
hill, Ipswich,  Gloucester,  Brockton,  Barre  and  Springfield. 
There  was  also  established  a  small  tent  hospital  at  Fayville, 
which  did  not  come  directly  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Acting  Chief  Surgeon.  At  these  hospitals,  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  2,000  cases  of  influenza  and  pneumonia  were  treated, 
and  results  were  most  favorable.  The  work  done  by  the 
State  guardsmen,  who  not  only  did  guard  duty  but  many 
of  them  volunteered  for  sanitary  work,  cannot  be  too  highly 
spoken  of.  The  conduct  of  the  men  was  excellent,  and  the 
work  of  those  who  acted  as  sanitary  detail  was  most  ad- 
mirable. It  is  recommended  that  the  Sanitary  Corps  at- 
tached to  the  State  Guard  be  enlarged  in  order  that  there 
may  be  more  assistance  in  dealing  with  future  epidemics. 
The  work  of  the  medical  officers  attached  to  the  State  Guard 
cannot  be  too  highly  commended.  Witli  only  one  exception 
the  officers  reported  willingly,  and  gave  their  services  at  a 
great  sacrifice  to  themselves,  receiving  only  State  pay.  It 
reflects  great  credit  on  the  personnel  of  the  men  who  have 
been  commissioned  as  medical  officers  in  the  State  Guard. 

An  additional  appropriation  of  S  14,000,  approved  by  the 
Governor  and  Council,  furnished  the  means  to  complete  a 
first-class  kitchen  in  the  Commonwealth  Military  Emergency 
Hospital,  Commonwealth  Armory.  With  this  kitchen  fully 
2,000  men  can  be  properly  taken  care  of,  and  even  should 
the  Commonwealth  Military  Emergency  Hospital  be    done 
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away  with,  it  provides  proper  facilities  for  the  State  Guard 
use. 

The  detachments  and  units  of  this  department  received 
their, annual  State  inspections,  reports  being  on  file  in  your 
office. 

Tours  of  duty  of  organizations  of  the  State  Guard  were 
performed  during  the  year  under  authority  of  executive 
order  dated  June  25,  1918,  published  in  General  Orders 
No.  9,  July  6,  1918,  most  of  which  were  personally  inspected. 
The  camps  were  clean  and  well  policed;  the  personnel  of 
the  different  units  was  above  the  average;  the  discipline  of 
the  camps  seemed  to  be  of  a  high  order;  the  latrines  were 
well  cared  for.  The  field  hospital,  which  was  established  at 
Framingham,  certainly  justified  its  existence.  I  most  ear- 
nestly recommend,  in  addition  to  the  medical  officers  attached 
to  the  different  regiments,  that  an  organization  be  perfected 
of  medical  men  regularly  commissioned,  detailed  to  do 
field  hospital  work,  and  that  a  field  hospital  be  established 
at  each  tour  of  duty  to  which  some  of  the  men  of  this 
organization  could  be  attached.  The  State  is  now  well 
supplied  with  portable  buildings,  ambulances  and  hospital 
equipment,  which  means  that  these  field  hospitals  could  be 
established  at  a  minimum  expense  to  the  State. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  several  vacancies  in  the  com- 
missioned personnel  of  this  department,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  many  of  our  officers  entered  Federal  service,  and  it  has 
been  very  difficult  to  fill  their  places.  The  enlisted  personnel 
is  practically  complete. 

During  the  year  a  Dental  Corps,  to  consist  of  1  captain 
and  13  first  lieutenants;  a  Sanitary  Corps,  to  consist  of  5 
first  lieutenants;  and  a  Nurse  Corps,  to  consist  of  100  second 
lieutenants  were  authorized.  As  I  have  recommended  b.efore, 
in  my  opinion  the  Sanitary  Corps  should  be  enlarged.  The 
Dental  Corps  is  large  enough.  The  Nurse  Corps  has  not 
proved  to  be  satisfactory,  and  I  recommend  that  this  corps 
be  allowed  to  automatically  go  out  of  existence. 

Overcrowding  of  the  State  House,  brought  on  by  the  war, 
necessitated  giving  up  of  the  Chief  Surgeon's  private  office 
to  the  Ordnance  Department.    It  is  hoped  that  this  office  will 
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be  returned  in  the  near  future,  as  the  space  is  needed  for  the 
storage  of  emergency  outfits  for  the  medical  departments  of 
the  different  regiments.  The  storage  space  for  these  sup- 
plies, instruments,  dressings,  etc.,  is  much  needed. 

During  a  period  extending  from  May  to  July  a  course  of 
lectures  to  the  medical  officers  of  the  State  Guard  was  given 
by  Colonel  Straub,  Medical  Corps,  U.  S.  A.  These  lectures 
were  of  great  value,  and  the  oflScers  of  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment of  the  State  Guard  were  most  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  have  the  privilege  of  getting  so  much  information  from  a 
man  who  so  thoroughly  understands  his  work.  The  thanks 
of  the  State  are  due  Colonel  Straub  for  his  great  courtesy 
and  willingness  to  give  the  time  to  these  lectures. 

During  the  year  1918  two  claims  were  considered  by  the 
Board  on  Claims  for  Physical  Injuries,  both  of  which  were 
allowed.  The  total  awards  recommended  by  the  Board 
aggregated  $679.61. 

Two  applicants  for  the  Soldiers'  Home  were  examined 
during  the  year;  both  had  evidences  of  physical  defects  and 
were  so  reported. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  a  hospital  unit  be  organized 
with  commissioned  officers  and  supplied  with  equipment 
which  is  already  owned  by  the  State,  in  order  that  in  any 
future  epidemic,  or  in  any  case  where  regiments  were  re- 
quired for  active  duty,  a  field  hospital- could  be  established 
and  the  men  of  the  State  Guard  be  made  independent  of  any 
other  facilities,

In  accordance  with  your  request,  this  office  begs  to  submit 
the  following  report  of  its  activities. 

The  undersigned  was  commissioned  Major  of  Infantry 
U.  S.  R.,  and  assigned  to  duty  as  assistant  to  The  Adjutant 
General  on  December  4,  1917,  being  detailed  as  officer  in 
charge  of  draft.  The  duties  of  disbursing  officer  under  the 
Selective  Service  Regulations  were  retained  by  The  Adjutant 
General,  while  the  authorization  of  expenditures  and  recom- 
mendations of  appointments,  removals,  etc.,  have  always 
been  handled  by  the  office  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor. 
The  Selective  Service  Regulations  provide  for  a  medical  aide 
to  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  prior  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  Maj.  Frank  G.  Wheatley,  Medical  Corps,  two  such 
appointments  were  made,  but  not  long  held.  This  office  has 
handled .  everything  in  connection  with  the  Selective  Service 
Regulations  not  above  specified,  and  has  endeavored  to  ffil  the 
position  of  medical  aide  during  the  vacancies  in  that  office. 

The  work  of  this  office  has  of  course  chiefly  dealt  with  the 
supervision  of  the  local,  district,  legal  advisory  and  medical 
advisory  boards  and  government  appeal  agents  of  the  State. 
Such  supervision  has  comprised  the  issuance  of  orders,  the 
"following  up"  of  such  orders  to  insure  their  execution,  deal- 
ing with  upwards  of  25,000  cases  of  delinquencj^,  and  the 
advising  of  the  above  draft  officials  in  their  duties  and  on 
interpretations  of  the  regulations.  In  addition,  a  very  large 
number  of  registrants  and  other  interested  individuals  have 
consulted  this  office  by  letter,  telegram,  telephone  and  in 
person,  and  every  effort  has  been  made  to  comply  with  their 
requests  for  information.     The  receipt  and  distribution  of 
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forms  have  been  a  large  feature  of  the  work,  and  some  con- 
ception of  its  magnitude  may  be  obtained  from  the  fact 
that  during  the  month  of  September,  1918,  this  office  re- 
ceived, sorted  out  and  reshipped  the  contents  of  1,975  United 
States  mail  sacks.  Many  statistics  and  other  reports  have 
been  required,  and  have  been  furnished  to  the  office  of  the 
provost  marshal  general. 

The  work  of  the  office  has  been  done  by  an  average  of 
thirty-five  clerks  and  stenographers  organized  as  follows :  —

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REPOKT  OF  THE  COMMANDING  OFFICER,  MASSA- 
CHUSETTS STATE  GUARD. 


January  1,  1919. 
To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  Commander  in  Chief. 

On  April  5,  1917,  the  Massachusetts  Legislature,  acting 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Public  Safety  Committee, 
passed  an  act  creating  a  Home  Guard  —  or  State  Guard,  as 
it  was  afterwards  designated  —  for  service  within  the  State 
in  time  of  war,  and  the  Governor  was  authorized  to  expend 
the  sum  of  $200,000  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  its  pro- 
visions. 

On  April  18,  1917,  the  Governor  constituted  a  board  of 
officers,  designated  as  the  State  Guard  Board,  to  organize, 
enlist  and  equip  the  Guard  under  the  Home  Guard  act.  The 
officers  charged  with  this  duty  were  — 

Brig.  Gen.  Butler  Ames,  formerly  Lieutenant  Colonel,  U.  S.  V. 
Brig.  Gen.  Samuel  D.  Parker,  retired. 
Brig.  Gen.  John  J.  Sullivan,  retired. 
Lieut.  Col.  Elmore  E.  Locke,  retired. 
Lieut.  Col.  Stephen  W.  Sleeper. 

At  a  later  date  Lieut.-Col.  William  C.  Rogers,  chief  of  the 
Judge  Advocate  General's  department,  M.  N.  G.,  and  Maj. 
Philip  S.  Sears  were  added  to  the  membership  of  the  board. 
This  board  was  dissolved  on  August  24,  1917,  when  its 
members,  with  the  addition  of  The  Adjutant  General,  Col. 
Jesse  F.  Stevens,  were  constituted  a  military  council,  to  de- 
termine the  policies  of  the  land  forces  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  State  Guard  was  organized  as  a  division  on  August  7, 
1917,  Brig.  Gen.  Butler  Ames  being  appointed  to  command 
the  same  with  the  rank  of  major  general.  The  division 
comprises  three  brigades :  — 
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The  Third,  in  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Embury  P.  Clark,  with  head- 
quarters at  Springfield,  comprising:  — 

Thirteenth  Regiment  Infantry  (originally  commanded  by  Col. 
Louis  A.  Frothingham,  now  by  Col.  Raymond  H.  Oveson). 

Eighteenth  Regiment  Infantry  (Col.  John  F.  Hurley). 

Nineteenth  Regiment  Infantry  (Col.  Harry  C.  Young). 

Twentieth  Regiment  Infantry  (Col.  Wm.  S.  Warriner). 
The  Fourth,  in  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  Samuel  D.  Parker,  with  head- 
quarters at  Boston,  comprising:  — 

Eleventh  Regiment  Infantry  (Col.  Charles  Pfaff). 

Twelfth  Regiment  Infantry  (Col.  Henry  P.  Ballard). 

Fifteenth  Regiment  Infantry  (Col.  Edward  H.  Eldredge). 

Sixteenth  Regiment  Infantry  (Col.  Louis  A.  Cox). 
The  Fifth,  in  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  John  J.  Sullivan,  with  head- 
quarters at  Boston,  and  comprising:  — 

Tenth  Regiment  Infantry  (Col.  Thomas  F.  Sullivan). 

Fourteenth  Regiment  Infantry  (Col.  Henry  L.  Kincaide). 

Seventeenth  Regiment  Infantry  (Col.  William  H.  Beattie). 

First  Motor  Corps  (Lieut.  Col.  John  W.  Decrow). 

First  Troop  Cavalry  (Capt.  Frank  H.  Wright.  Former  com- 
manders. Captain  Samuel  H.  Wolcott  and  Captain  Charles  E. 
Rees) . 

Nearly  all  of  the  regiments  have  machine  gun  companies, 
and  the  Motor  Corps,  which  is  an  independent  battalion,  is 
likewise  provided  with  machine  guns.  In  addition  to  its 
headquarters  staff  and  quartermaster's  department  the  divi- 
sion possesses  a  very  completely  organized  Medical  Depart- 
ment, under  the  command  of  the  Acting  Chief  Surgeon, 
Lieut.-Col.  William  A.  Brooks,  and  comprising,  besides  the 
usual  Medical  Corps,  a  Dental  Corps,  a  Nurse  Corps,  a 
Sanitary  Corps  and  a  Veterinary  Corps. 

The  State  Guard  is  recruited  by  voluntary  enlistment  from 
among  the  inhabitants  of  Massachusetts.  Enlistments  "were 
at  first  limited  to  men  of  thirty-five  years  and  over,  and  to 
married  men  of  under  thirty-five  years  with  dependents. 
Later,  this  provision  was  extended  to  include  men  of  eighteen 
years  and  over.  The  term  of  enlistment  is  for  two  years. 
Before  being  mustered  into  the  service  every  applicant  is 
required  to  undergo  a  thorough  physical  examination  con- 
ducted by  ofiicers  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  State 
Guard. 

The  total  strength  of  the  division  on  January  1,  1918,  was 
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approximately  725  officers  and  10,800  enlisted  men.  At  the 
present  date,  January  1,  1919,  although  many  men  have 
passed  from  the  service  of  the  State  to  the  national  service, 
and  although,  the  war  being  over,  there  is  a  natural  tendency 
to  loss  of  interest  on  the  part  of  certain  elements,  the 
strength  of  the  State  Guard  remains  practically  unimpaired, 
consisting  of  approximately  690  officers  and  10,200  enlisted 
men. 

Since  the  organization  of  the  State  Guard  there  has  been 
expended  by  its  quartermaster's  department  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Lieut.-Col.  Albert  L.  Wyman,  depot  quartermaster  —

The  First  Motor  Corps  and  the  First  Troop  Cavalry  have 
been  equipped  by  private  subscription  with  everything  except 
overcoats  and  brassards,  as  have  also  been  several  companies 
of.  infantry.  The  depot  quartermaster  also  purchased  in 
1917  300  Winchester  muskets,  .22  caliber,  for  indoor  target 
practice,  and  has  issued  to  date  the  following  ammunition :  —

Special  mention  should  be  made  of  the  admirable  work 
performed  by  the  Medical  Department.  Over  15,500  men 
have  been  physically  examined  by  the  medical  officers  of  the 
State  Guard,  who  at  considerable  personal  sacrifice  have 
given  their  time  gratuitously  to  this  work.  The  department 
possesses  a  portable  field  hospital,  consisting  of  an  operating 
room,  kitchen,  dormitory  and  ward  of  20  beds,  all  of  which 
can  be  transported  on  three .  motor  trucks.  Part  of  this 
equipment  was  taken  to  Halifax  at  the  time  of  the  disaster, 
where  it  was  used  to  excellent  advantage.  On  December  20, 
1917,  the  Governor  and  Council  appropriated  S50,000  to 
establish  an  emergency  hospital  in  the  new  Commonwealth 
Armory.  This  hospital  was  completed  and  inaugurated  in 
January,  1918,  with  a  capacity  of  440  beds.  When  the 
Massachusetts  National  Guard  was  mustered  into  the  Fed- 
eral service,  it  took  with  it  property  used  by  the  Medical 
Department  valued  at  over  $150,000,  and  left  none  behind 
for  the  use  of  the  State  Guard.  An  appropriation  was  re- 
quested, and  on  November  7,  1917,  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil set  aside  $10,000  for  medical  supplies  for  the  State  Guard, 
with  which  medicines,  stretchers  and  other  equipment  were 
purchased.  An  additional  but  smaller  appropriation  has  since 
been  received.  In  December,  1917,  the  Pubhc  Safety  Com- 
mittee   authorized    the    Acting    Chief   Surgeon    to    purchase 
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20  Ford  ambulances,  also  2  first-aid  motor  dressing  stations, 
for  the  use  of  the  State  Guard.  In  June,  1918,  the  Knights 
of  Pythias  presented  the  State  Guard  with  an  additional 
motor  ambulance,  fully  equipped.  In  1918  there  were  au- 
thorized by  the  Governor  and  military  council  and  added  to 
the  Medical  Department  — 

A  Dental  Corps,  comprising  1  captain  and  13  first  lieutenants. 

A  Sanitary  Corps,  comprising  5  first  lieutenants. 

A  Nurse  Corps,  comprising  100  nurses  with  rank  of  second  lieutenants. 

The  activities  of  the  State  Guard  have  been  many  and 
varied.  The  first  call  for  its  services  came  at  the  time  of  the 
Halifax  disaster.  In  response  to  the  Governor's  order  the 
Medical  Department  sent  immediately  to  Halifax  a  detail  of 
relief  workers,  consisting  of  10  surgeons,  10  nurses,  a  civilian 
anaesthetist  and  2  quartermaster  officers,  which  detail  ren- 
dered most  valuable  assistance,  being  the  first  to  arrive  on 
the  scene. 

At  the  time  of  the  second  Liberty  Loan  issue  the  State 
Guard,  acting  under  General  Orders  from  Headquarters,  took 
up  with  great  enthusiasm  the  work  of  securing  subscriptions, 
and  as  a  result  of  its  efforts  many  thousands  of  bonds  were 
sold. 

On  December  7,  1917,  at  the  request  of  the  United  States 
Marshal,  two  companies  of  the  State  Guard  were  detailed  to 
guard  the  "barred  zone"  on  the  water  front  in  Charlestown 
and  East  Boston.  The  troops  assigned  to  this  duty  were 
companies  A  and  D,  Fifteenth  Regiment  Infantry,  which 
were  successively  relieved  by  companies  I,  K,  L  and  M  of 
the  Eleventh  Regiment  Infantry  until  December  24,  when  the 
duty  was  taken  over  by  the  United  States  artillery.  The 
work  was  excellently  performed  under  very  trjang  weather 
conditions. 

The  State  Guard  paraded  as  a  division  on  the  occasion  of 
the  All-America  Liberty  Loan  parade  held  in  Boston  on 
April  6,  1918,  and  made  a  very  good  showing.  The  very 
large  attendance  of  both  officers  and  men  was  all  the  more 
worthy  of  commendation  in  that  the  service  performed  was 
voluntary. 
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A  tour  of  camp  duty  was  performed  by  the  State  Guard 
during  the  summer  of  1918,  between  July  15  and  August  26, 
each  regiment  going  into  camp  for  five  days,  and  in  some 
cases  volunteering  for  an  extra  day.  The  State  camp  ground 
at  Framingham,  was  selected  for  this  purpose,  and  rechris- 
tened  "Camp  Augustus  P.  Gardner"  in  memory  of  the  late 
Maj.  Augustus  P.  Gardner,  former  member  of  Congress  from 
Massachusetts.  The  various  brigade  and  regimental  camps 
were  visited  and  inspected  by  the  Governor,  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  and  numerous  distinguished  army  officers,  among 
them  being  Maj.  Gen.  Crozier,  U.  S.  A.,  commanding  the 
Department  of  the  Northeast,  who  stated  that  the  camp  was 
the  nicest  and  cleanest  he  had  ever  seen  in  all  his  army  ex- 
perience. The  First  Motor  Corps  performed  three  three-day 
tours  of  camp  duty  in  1917,  and  two  tours  of  four  days  each 
in  July  and  August,  19181  The  battalion  encamped  during 
these  tours  as  an  independent  unit,  on  the  grounds  of  the 
estate  at  Farm  Pond,  Sherborn,  loaned  through  the  kindness 
of  Lieut.  J.  Dudley  Clark,  aide,  Fifth  Brigade  staff.  The 
First  Troop  Cavalry  likewise  encamped  independently,  spend- 
ing a  week  in  July,  1918,  at  the  First  Corps  Cadets'  camp 
ground  in  Hingham,  going  there  over  the  road  from  Boston. 

In  the  care  and  guarding  of  influenza  patients  during  the 
epidemic  of  1918  the  State  Guard  has  done  splendid  work, 
and  has  shown  a  spirit  of  devotion  and  fearlessness  worthy  of 
the  highest  commendation,  and  has  earned  the  thanks  and 
appreciation  of  the  Commonwealth.  Under  the  direction  of 
the  Acting  Chief  Surgeon,  hospital  camps  for  the  treatment 
of  civilian  as  well  as  military  patients  were  established  at 
Corey  Hill  (Brookline),  Waltham,  Lawrence,  Haverhill,  Ips- 
wich, Gloucester,  Brockton,  Barre  and  Springfield.  The  work 
of  the  medical  officers  attached  to  the  State  Guard,  and  that 
done  by  the  guardsmen,  who  not  only  did  guard  duty  but 
many  of  whom  volunteered  for  the  sanitary  service,  cannot 
be  too  warmly  commended.  The  officers  reported  willingly 
and  gave  their  services  at  much  sacrifice  to  themselves,  and 
the  entire  tour  of  hospital  duty  reflects  great  credit  on  the 
personnel  of  the  State  Guard. 
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In  the  Victory  parade  held  in  Boston  on  the  12th  of  No- 
vember, 1918,  the  Fourth  and  Fifth  brigades  participated. 

In  the  instruction  of  draftees  since  the  United  States  en- 
tered the  war  the  State  Guard  officers  and  men  have  ren- 
dered invaluable  service  to  the  United  States  government. 
A  systematic  and  uniform  course  of  drills  and  lectures  was 
planned  and  put  into  effect,  and  according  to  Maj.  Gen. 
McCain,  U.  S.  A.,  commanding  Camp  Devens,  the  draftees 
from  Massachusetts  were  sent  to  camp  with  a  better  military 
knowledge  than  those  from  any  other  State. 

From  the  beginning  the  State  Guard  has  drilled  frequently 
and.  steadily,  particular  attention  being  given  to  close  order 
drill,  guard  duty,  riot  drill  and  the  use  of  the  rifle  in  target 
practice.  Every  company  is  required  to  drill  once  a  week. 
Many  drill  twice  a  week,  besides  which  company,  regimental 
and  brigade  meetings  are  held  for  commissioned  officers,  and 
schools  of  instruction  for  noncommissioned  officers.  Bat- 
talion and  regimental  drills  are  also  held  at  stated  intervals. 

The  various  organizations  of  the  State  Guard  have  spent 
a  large  amount  of  time  in  rifle  practice,  and  have  shown  con- 
sistent improvement.  Many  regimental  and  company  compe- 
titions have  been  held  with  excellent  results. 

In  conclusion,  great  credit  should  be  given  to  the  officers 
and  enlisted  men  of  the  State  Guard  for  their  patriotic  spirit 
and  their  steady,  faithful  and  efficient  service,  of  which  the 
Commonwealth  may  be  justly  proud.
